James T. Greer Takes Obarge of His Blind 
Son---The Promises He Made, 

Kobert Greer, the blind man, was yesterday 
surrendered to his father’s custody. 

The father promised that hisson should be well 
provided for. 

Farly in the morning Mr. J. T. Greer appeared 
at police headquarters, He was accompanied by 
Mr. Hoke Smith. and a demand was made upou 
Chie! Connolly for the blind man. 
The chiet informed Mr. Greer 
that nothing could be done just then as he de- 
sired to investigate the matter fully. The chief 
then visited Mayor Hillyerand helda long con- 
sultation with him about theailtair. He then re- 
tueieée to police headquarters and leading the 
biind men to one side questioned him closely. 
The unfortunate fellow talked sensibly and re- 
peated what he had previously said. He asserted 
that his step mother was cruci and mean to him 
and said thatshe frequently whipped him with 
vu broom-stick and often icked him. 

‘'Why,’’ said the fellow, ‘‘they want to say that 
my mind is notgood. I willadmitthatit 1s not 
as Clear as it has been, but then it is becausel aave 
net been treated proper! Iwant to get some 
where so th at I will not be considered a burden 
to any one. 

The blind man said that among other duties, he 
was required to clean up the cow lot. He was 
given a shovel but he wascompelled to go down 
on his knees and use his hands asa guide , because 
he could not see. 

Thefather, when talked to, denied his son’s 
Flory, and asserted that his wife had always cen 
kind to the boy and had never abused him, In 
order to satisfy himself, the chief brought the 
father and son face to face and asked the Intter 
about the whipping he had received. The blind 
man sgain avered that his step mother had whip- 
ped him with a broom only ad ay or two ago. 

“But why did she strike Bacio ’ asked the father, 
‘didn’t you cause it?”’ 

‘Because I didn’t put the cow's water r tub 
just where she wanted it,’ re 

plied the son, 

P'The father then told the chief that the boy had 
rot been improperly handled by any one, and 
asserted that he slept in the Shed because he 
wanted to do so. The father said that he had 
moved the bed out of the boy’s room over the 
cook rcom because the boy wanted it moved. 

Later in the day Chief C onnolly visited the Greer 
neighborhood and made inquiry himself. When 
4 returned to police headquarters he said to Mr.
